Loral Association— mnjiely, in the Le- 
gislative Council Chamber. On this 
point the despatches are perfectly si- 
lent; ami Ihe inference can scarcely 
be avoided, therefure, that his Lord- 
ship had been kept purposely in ihe 
dark. Mr. Cowj'Ell's notice of motion, 
" Thai a Select Committee be appointed 
to enquire info and report upon all griev- 
ances couiiected ivitli the lands* of the ter- 
ritory, ,h was given on the lirst day of the 
ordinary session, namely, tbc 23liitif May; 
and thai Committee was actually appointed 
on tbe SOlh of the same inunth. Between 
the dale of the initiation of this solemn 
enquiry by the grand inquest of the colony, 
and the dates of ihe two Dawning- street 
despatches, Ihere intervened the intervals 
of six and eight months. There was, then, 
ample time for making known to the 
cnFrrjnv or State lhat lire movements out 
of doors were heing followed tip in a quar- 
ter lo which both the Colonial .Govern- 
ment and. Heb, Majesty's Ministers owed 
the uiosl deferential regard. And as we 
see that Lord Stanley had the courtesy 
t<> defer judgment at tht solicitation of a 
private individual, and with reference to 
what may be called privaLe petiLious, we 
are bound to assume thai had he been 
officially advised— as he undoubtedly 
might to have been— that Llie; subject was 
uccupying the gravest attention of our 
local Parliament, judgment would have 
been postponed until the visits of that 
constitutional body should have become 
known. 

Al the very outset uf the discussion 
which will be provoked by the. contents of 
last Saturday's Gazette Extraordinary, 
the colonists have, therefure, this 
intolerable grievance to complain of 
— that their representatives in jthe 
local legislature have been treated with 
contemptuous silence. Hither ihe Go- 
vcELNoit has thought their enquiries too 
insignilicant to be worth reporting lo the 
Minister, or the Minister has thought 
the In loo i us ig n ill cant to be adverted to 

ill his decision. 

The consequence will be, lliat the only 
answer which the Downing-streel att- 
Ihoritiea will vouchsafe to ihe RepurL of 
the Land Grievance Committee, is, 
that the subject has been already disposed 
of! 

Turning from litis consideration to the 
papers before us, we may say that ihe 
whole case, as shaped by the two Govern- 
ments, colonial and British, i& now fairly 
laid open to the public. It is a case 
partly of principle and partly of tjefa.il ; 
and Jjotfi the principle and the detail 
have been so fully aud so repeatedly 
argued all over tbe colony, lhat nothing 
new remains to be said. As regards the 
principle— or the right of ttdministering 
the Crown Laud Kstale— the colonists 
will regret to find thai Lord Stanley is 

the mere echo of SirGlfOHGB Ql»s. The 
same arrogance of spirit — the same 
haughtiness of tone — the same despotic as- 
sertion of prerogative, with which the 
question liar; nil along been handled by 
the Governor, are offensively conspicuous 
throughout his Lordship's last despatch. 
The territorial rights of the Crown are 
approached with a. degree of homage 
much more worthy of a feudal vassal lhan 
of the minister of a constitutional mon- 
archy, " The right of properLy in the 
land. " says his Lordship, "is vested in 
the Crown ;" aud the whole of his obser- 
vations as to the terms and con- 
ditions which it is proposed to cast 
opon the occupiers of land, are but the 
carrying out of the doctrine that the 
Crown nmj Jo what it will with lis own. 
The distinctly., between a proprietor, 
which the Crown is , Ml and a r™*fee, 
which the Crown is, the nt.!,le SkoiiBIarv, 
as woll as the Govr.HNOit, finds jr, 
convenient to overlook. Unless, saj« his 
Lordship, the doctrine of the right of pro- 
perty, asserted in lh» despatch, is intended 
by the colonists to he dented', he is " at a

be etf^fcgd that an incite on the 
licensi curnititiu*. the impojiv„ a f t 
tax," Bui it is intended to be CMjed, 
The colonists maintain ihst the Crov^ 
holds these waste lands merely in trust; 
and lhat although they are held in trusl 
for Ihe empireat large, yet as they have 
acquired all (heir value from the capital 
and labour of the colonial public, they 
cannot, without injustice, he applied to 
the good of the empire, but in so far as 
that good is consistent with colonial in- 
terests. They maintain also, that the 
mode in which the trust can be most ad- 
vaniageously exercised, and the eslale be 
most beneficially administered, arc pro- 
blems for ihe solution of which the local 
Legislature is of necessity Tar belter quali- 
fied than either Govhinoh or Secretary 
ok State. They maintain further, that 
the power of levying these occupation 
fees — call them " taxes," " rent," or ivhat 
you will — is tou arbitrary in its nature, 
and too gigantic as an instrument of re- 
venue, to be placed any where, — to be 
lodged in any hand.?,— beyond the control 
of (he constitutional guardians of the pub-

tlieit superiors in condition, means, and 
appliances. . 

We set out, in our animadversions on 
" A Consumer's" letter, with acknow- 
ledging uiic fact, and one only, that of an 
advance in the price uf grain ; and lie 
endeavoured lu account (as we think 
sufficiently) for this rise, on ihe grounds 
that an excess of grain naturally ilows 
into ihe market in the mouths iiu me- 
diately succeeding harvest, by which the 
price is depressed below sti average level; 
and that at Ihe present particular time the 
impassable stale of the Southern and 
Western Roads iucrcases the comparative 
local scarcity, and produces an artificial 
dearth in the principal mart. IVe pointed 
out the system undet which, in a thriving 
condition of the rural proprietary, the 
first of these evils by which the grower is 
deprived of his just remuneration may be 
avoided, namely, (he formation of grain 
repositories, to which neither vermin nor 
atmospheric influences can have access, — 
Sjiloes. We adverted to the state of the 
roads, because ive were nwaie thai the op- 
portunity of doing so was invaluable, the 
tendency of ihe bad roads to increase the 
price of ibis commodity was worth a 
thousand other arguments ; and the result 
is, that ive can now entertain some 
hope of their being repaired, inasmuch as 
il is perceived lhat the grievance alTects 
large portions of the community who are 
not at all engaged in political squabbles. 
We also protested wilh a warning voice to 
such as tnigbl be disposed to engage in 
unhuly speculations, that these would pro- 
bably he as injurious (o themselves iis to 
others ■. for we still hold that, though 
leniporatily favoured by the unhappy cir- 
cumstances affecting our internal cuuutiu- 
nicotioiis, no monopoly in grutit or fluor 
tnn now be successful in this country. 
Nor can any speculation therein he pro- 
fitable unless warranted by an actual de- 
ficiency ; and if so supported, nc know not 
how ,i rise in price can he prevented, 
whether the grain be in ihe grower's 
bands, in the landlord's siloes, or in the 
speculator's granaries. We pointed out 
thai if the present price continued much 
longer, we should have an influx from our 
own interior, from Van Diemen's Land 
and South Australia, perhaps also from 
less likely places. And we may now 
further point out that Government has, 
for ils own needs, (to be released from 
durance when a scarcity price arrives,) 
1 ttlantity which will considerably itn- 
P rcss 'he market. In all this how is it 
thai we - ume to be charged with advo- 
cating the Musa of Lne rich affil i, lst fhc

We took the liberie, uf discrediting the 
statement or insinuation D f U u r t ; rfe j.

amongst them. To prove that our corres- 
pondent's dramatic descriptions are ficti- 
tious, we need go no further than to r 4 ,r 
own price current and market rcjion, 
drawn up by well employed and respect- 
able persons.

MAURITIUS. 
Oun last accounts ftom Mauritius were to 
31st March. We have now papers to (he 
end of April, 

A number of them ate chiefly occupied 
in the re-publicalionuf a report of n com- 
mittee of the Legislative Council, ap- 
pointed (o enquire into (he truth of the 
alleged want of labour, notwithstanding 
the number oT coolies that have been 
bruughl to lite Mauritius, and the best 
means of remedying it. The Committee 
have reported that there is great deficiency 
of labour, and that planters and ihe co- 
lony generally are suffering in conse- 
quence ; and that additional immigrants 
are required. They add, hoiverer, that 
permanent relief cannot be expected even 
from extended immigration, unless the 
planters are allowed lo enter into engage- 
ments with coolies for a longer period 
lhan one year, to w hich all engagements 
are now by law restricted — as scarcely any 
cuolies will consent to enter into a second 
engagement, unless his wages are in- 
creased — and the plainer is obliged to. 
submit — knowing that if he does nol 
sume other planter witi readily gie 
the wages required. Various olfer 
alterations were proposed by the Cn'i- 
mittee iu the system in operalion--Hir 
Willum Gomm, however, has exposed 
himself, in reply, adverse lo any obliges, 
lest even the benefits which arc lerived 
from Ihe present system should ic lost, 
The subject was, however, to indcrgo a 
debate in full Council, This Jbate had 
nut, however, laken phice at our lalest 
dulns, 

We observe nothing whrever of in-
